Referring to an announcement that at

turned to stone, the Louisville Medical 
News says: ‘‘Petrification of the body of 
& warm-blooded animal never has been 
Known, and it is quite safe to say never 
has takeu place. The condition of the 
body which leads to such a misconcep- 
tion is not that of petrification, but of 
saponification. It is explained that 
nitrogenous tissues give off ammonia, 
and this, a'tucking the fats in the body, 
produces adipocere, a hard form of soap, 
The writer, when at the New O:leans 
fair, saw a barrel of pork labeled, ‘Found 
floating in the Mississippi in an advanced 
state of petrification.”

low, scarcely above the ground. Head 
vances quickly on the hindermost ones, 
giving them a sharp bite on the rump, 
thereby giving them to understand they 
must keep up. Should one turn out he 
follows him, much after the fashion oe! 
ashepherd dog, and runs him back. 
Until his band are out of sight in the 
mountains he keeps this up. Here they 
scatter in all directions, in ravines, can- 
ons and inaccessible places, so that when 
the rider arrives at the place he last saw 
them he Is mortified to find his own 
horse almost axhausted and the herd soe 
scattered that he must give up the chase 
in disgust. 


It has often been remarked that dogs 
in the country, though they abound in 
every farm-yard, do not get mad and 
kill people by their bite, as is sometimes 
the case in cities. ‘‘The only reason wu 
can imagine for such a diilerence,” re- 
marks the (Vitnese, ‘*is that country dogs 
are potter while city dogs, when allowed 
to go lo dre vften pelted. The na- 
tural depravity of man shows itself in 
many boys in tormenting and torturing 
dogs and cats. If kindness to animals 
were inculated oftener in churches and 
schdols the average of the people would 
be’ greatly improved, as is already the 
case in many places where Bands of 
Mércy have been formed. [But it may 
be said, If cruelty to dogs causes hydro. 
phobia, why should not cruelty to 
cats do the some? and the answer 
is that it does. The bite of a 
mad cat is probably as dangerous as 
that of a mad dog, and the same may 
be said of the bites of other animals 
when in a state of furious excitement. It 
was the bite of a chained fox, excited 
by punishment, that killed one of 
Canada’s first governors, the Duke of 
Richmond. If dogs cannot be protected 
from persecution in cities they should 
either be banished or confined, and th® 
fewer of them the better. Pasteur’s 
success in curing hydrophobia by inocu. 
lation, if fully established, will be an 
important point gained by patient in- 
vestigation; but whether or no, so long 
as bitten persons believe themselves 
to be cured there will be much fewer 
deaths. It is the constant apprehen- 
sion of a dreadful death which aggra- 
vates, if it does not in many instances 
cause, the diseased called hydrophobia, 
or something that cannot be distin- 
guished from it.” 


The Spider Cure. 


Spiders were formerly considered to 
be acurein rural districts for agues. 
Some years agoa lady in Ireland was 
famous for her success in curing people 
thus affected. It appears that the only 
medicine she employed was a large 
spider rolled upin treacle. The patients 
were ignorant of the contents of this 
povel bolus, so that imagination had 
nothing to do with the’matter.

SHARPSHOOTER “ KILDEE.” 
Thrilling Reminiscences of qhe Con- 
federacy’s Best Kifleman. 

It was our fortune afew days 
ago, writes the editer of the Irvington, 
(Ga.) Southerner, 10 meet in Twiggs 
county John West; better known during 
the war by the soubriquet of ‘“Kildee,” 
the most noted shatpshooter of the Con- 
federate service. dn response to our in- 


quiry he gave us s@me interesting facts 
connected with himself in that perilous 
service, 


was born reared in Tw 
county, Ga.,” sai@ he, ‘‘but went to the 
war from Louisianagsa private. At my 
solicitation | was transferred to the 
Twiggs County velunteers, my home 
Company, which I)found in Virginia. 
The Twiggs Coynty volunteers were 


the ‘Jorees,’ because of their 
uniforms having black stripes upon 
the tail of the bling three 


black feathers on fee bird called ‘Jo, 
ree.’ I was nicknamed ‘Kildee,’ because 
of my slenderness 5nd agility, and be- 
cause I was in the “Joree’ company. In 
1862 General Lee received thirteen fine 
English Whitworth rifles that were war- 
ranted to kill at 1,800 yards. These 
were the best 8s im the service on 
either side, Thirteen of the best marks- 
men in the army were detailed for this 
special service, and | was the only Geor- 
gian that was selected. We were placed 
under the command of a Colone! Brown, 
who had no other duties than to com. 
mand us. We were practiced three 
months before goinginto service. A score 
of every shot was kept durimg this three 
months, and at the @¢nd I was 176 shots 
in the bull's eye ahead of the rest. The 
last day of the practice our marksmanship 
was tested by our superior officers. A 
white board, two feetsquare with « black 
diamond about the size of a hat in the 
center, was placed 4,500 yards away. 
The wind was blowitg stiffly, and it was 
very unfavorable forgood shooting, but 
I put three bullets ip the disshead and 
seven in the white the board. I beat 
the record and won the choice of horse, 
bridle, saddle, spurs, gun, revolver aad 
saber. Our accoutrements were the best 
the army could afford, Then we entered 
active service, andI Yave been through 
scenes which have tri¢d men’s souls. I 
soon became indiffergat to danger and 
inured to hardships @nd privations. I 
have killed menfrom'ten paces distant 
toamile. I have goideahow many I 
killed, but I made a good’ many bite the 
dust. We were sometimes employed 
separately and collesiively; sometimes 
scouting, thensharpshooting. Our most 
effective work was . 


our lines from the epemy’s sharpshoot- 
ers. 

‘‘Artillerymen goatd.ctand enything 
else better than they <0uld sharpshoot- 
ing, and they would tern their guns upon 
a sharpshooter as quick as they would 
upon a battery. Yoyt see we could pick 
off their gunners so e@@ly. Myself and 
a comrade completely silenced a battery of 
six guns in less the2 two hours on one 
occasion. The battery was then stormed 
and captured I heard General Lee say 
he would*Tather have those thirteen 


sharpsbvoters than any regiment 
in «he army. We _ frequently _ re- 
getted to various artifices in our 


warfare. Sometimes we would climb 
a tree and pin leaves all over our clothes 
to keep their color from betraying us. 
When two of us would be together and 
a Yankee sharpshooter would be trying 
to get a shot at us one of us would put 
his hat ona ramrod and poke it up from 
behind the object that race and 


protected us, and when the Yankee

General Doles advanced te 
where I was and asked me if I couldn't 
silence that fellow, as he was doing 
terrible execution in his lines, I told 
him I had been trying to do it all day, 
but had failed. He asked me to do my 
best. He then stepped in front of me, 
and faced the woods, exposing his en- 
tire person. I[ told him be had better 
look out, as that fellow had shaved me 
very close several times, and it was 
dangerous to ex himself. I had 
scarcely spoken the words when a ball 
struck him in the right side, passing 
through his boby and coming out undeys 
his left arm. General Doles turned half 
around and fell forward, face downward, 
and never spoke, being killed instantly. 
I ca ott the mas da. 
| to carry his remains . General 
Doles was a fine officer. 

“I was shot through the body once. 
While I was in the hospital Charley 
Grace, of La Grange, Ga, used my gun, 
and it issaid that he killed General 
Sedgwick, but others doubt it. Four of 
the guns were captured during the war. 
I lost mine at the surrencer, while | was 
trying to conceal it in my blanket, to 
carry home with me. I think I will be 
able to get it yet, as General Phil, Cook, 
Joe Brown and others are trying to ob- 
tain it for me from the government. The 
Fourth Georgia regiment regard it as a 
valuable relic.”

A Dog that Can Climb a Tree. 


A recent letter from Ariel, Peun , to 
the New York 7}mes says: It is very rare 
that a raccoon falls a vietim to the hun- 
ter after cold weather has set in, for it is 
a hibernating animal, and stows itself 
away on the approach of winter, The 
average weight of a coon is 20 pounds, 
and the hunter who captures one in the 
height of the most favorable coon feed- 
ing season which weighs more is looked 
upon as having accomplished a notable 
feat. James Sandys, of Hunter’s Range, 
during the fall kil‘’ed 39 coons, and on 
Saturday surprised the community by 
fetching in the ‘‘boss of all coons,” a 
mammoth fellow that weighea 35 
pounds, the largest by eight pounds 
ever captured in this vicinity.

After a run of a mile the 
coon rin up @ large tree, the trunk of 
which leaned at an angle of about forty- 
five degrees. When Sandys reached the 
spot he found that the dog had not only 
treed the coon, but had also trecd’ him- 
self, for he had ruo up the leaning trunk 
of the tree and reached the very top, 
where the coon had crept out on tbe ex- 
tremity of a branch beyord the reach of 
the dog. Sandys brought the coon to 
the ground with a charge from his gun, 
but had greater difficulty im recoverin 
his dog. The animal couldn’t descen 
the tree trunk, and the hunter had to 
‘‘skin” upand bring him down. The 
dog was sixty feet up in tho air, and the 
lowest branch of the tree was twenty 
feet from the ground. When Sandys 
got down to that branch, with the dog’s 
neck grasped in one hand, he found that 
he couldn't deseend any further without 
using both hands. But the dog settled 
the matter by squirming loose and drop- 
ping to the ground on his feet.
